High School and Beyond is a national longitudinal 
study of the cohorts of 1980 high school seniors and sophomores in 
the United States, intended co provide information through the early 
adulthood of these students.

Sample items are provided that contain the 
original question number, variable identifier, variable label, and 
tape position of specific pieces of information.
